St. Claire will partner with Markey 
Center to provide advanced care 



New network to bring 
advanced cancer care 
to patients in this area 

Patients served by St. Claire Regional 
Medical Center in Morehead will be able 
to receive advanced cancer treatment 
closer to home through a new provider 
network announced this week by the 
university of Kentucky’s Markey Can- 
cer Center in Lexington. 

It is the first time Markey has offi- 
cially partnered with other hospitals in 
the state to provide cancer treatment. 
Besides St. Claire, community hospitals 



in Mount Vernon and Cynthiana have 
also been picked as partners in the net- 
work. 

By becoming part of the network, the 
hospitals will get the services of UK 
cancer specialists in their communities, 
and in some cases, they'll get upgraded 
equipment such as radiation treatment 
machines. 

St. Claire Regional is scheduled to 
receive more than $4 million from the 
University of Kentucky in new cancer 
radiation equipment so it can upgrade 
its current radiation department. 

“This will bring another level of so- 
phistication,” said Mark Neff, chief ex- 
ecutive officer for St. Claire. He said the 



hospital is pleased with the prospect of 
new equipment and more support for 
their cancer treatment staff. St. Claire 
has a cancer specialist on staff, but has 
no one to cover when that doctor is on 
vacation or out of town. 

As part of the new network, a “tu- 
mor board” will be established so local 
doctors can consult with a team of can- 
cer specialists from UK. 

UK experts also will help the local 
hospitals improve their quality of can- 
cer care by helping them establish can- 
cer treatment protocols, a set of guide- 
lines that ensure consistent treatment. 

“The biggest thing is state-of-the-art

Forage Impvt. 
Grants available 
starting Mar. 24 

The Morgan County Agricultural 
Development Council has announced 
that Forage Improvement grants will be 
made available beginning March 24th. 
Grant amounts will be approximately for 
$1,000 and must be matched dollar for 
dollar on a cost share basis. For example, 
if you are approved for $1,000 in fund- 
ing, you must spend $2,000 with docu- 
mented receipts to be reimbursed 
$1,000. 

The goal of this program is to im- 
prove the long term profitability of for- 
age-livestock enterprises by investments 
in practices and infrastructure. The grant 
will cover seed (from approved list), 
lime and soil amendments, filter fabric 
pads for heavy use areas, subdivision 
fence and water for rotational grazing 
systems, subsurface drainage, and cus- 
tom seeding.

Board moves ahead 
with plans to acquire 
site for new school 



Calendar for 2006-07 
approved; slight cuts 
in budget projected 

After returning from executive ses- 
sion to discuss property acquisition pro- 
posals, the Morgan County Board of 
Education took no action on the matter 
at its regular meeting Monday, but Su- 
perintendent of Schools Joe Dan Gold 
said a number of properties are being 
considered as a potential site for a new 
school facility to replace the WPA-built 
Wrigley Elementary School. 

Gold said state guidelines require the 
site to be at least 11 acres, but larger 
sites — up to 14 or 15 acres — will be con- 
sidered with an eye to future needs. The 
board has already examined the poten- 
tial sites and has completed preliminary 
planning. “We now plan to move for- 
ward with potentially acquiring a site,” 
Gold said. He said negotiations with 
property owners could begin as early as 
this week. 

Some of the properties being consid- 
ered are along the new sector of Ky. 7 
north of West Liberty. A major consid- 
eration of the board will be the avail- 
ability or future availability of city wa- 
ter, Gold said. 

Board members also examined a draft 
of an employee drug testing policy and 
hopes to have a policy in place and ready 
to be approved at either the April or May 
board meeting. 

It was announced that the board’s 
April meeting date will be postponed a 
week and will be held on Monday, April 
17. Because board members are sched- 
uled to attend the National School 
Boards Association in Chicago during 
the first week in April, it was announced 
that the April board meeting will be post- 
poned from April 10 to April 17. 

The board approved the school cal- 
endar for 2006-2007, as follows: Open- 
ing day for teachers Monday, Aug. 7; 
first day of classes for students Thurs- 
day, Aug. 10; fall break Oct. 9-12; spring 
break March 12-16; last day of school 
for students May 17; last day for teach- 
ers May 18. 

In other action, the board — 

■/Declared 28 computers and moni- 
tors as surplus property and authorized 
the superintendent to see to their dis- 
posal. 

/Approved payment of $81,301.78 to 
Frederick & May Construction Co. and 
a total of $159,211.16 to other vendors 
for work on the new Central Elemen- 
tary School, under construction on U.S.

/Approved a request from the local 
American Cancer Society to use facili- 
ties at Morgan County High School for 
this year’s Relay for Life. The annual 
event is scheduled June 16-17.

General Assembly Passes 
Some Good Legislation

FRANKFORT — It may sur- 
prise many Kentuckians, but oc- 
casionally, the General Assembly 
passes some fairly decent legis- 
lation. 

Not too often, of course, or not 
often enough, and sometimes it 
takes years for a good bill just to 
get out of a committee for a vote 
of the full House or Senate. 

Take the graduated driver’s li- 
cense, for example. It will give 
young drivers more time for train- 
ing before they are fully licensed 
to be on the state’s highways. 

Rep. Tom Burch, D-Louis- 
ville, took up the cause of better 
training for new drivers in 1999 
after his 17-year-old granddaugh- 
ter was killed in a truck accident 
in which her relative inexperience 
in driving was a factor. 

After seven years of hard ef- 
fort, it appears likely Burch’s leg- 
islation will pass and finally be- 
come law. 

Burch’s House Bill 90, which 
passed the House with only three 
dissenting votes, was given 
unanimous approval last week by 
the Senate Transportation Com- 
mittee and sent for a floor vote. 

The bill requires that 16-year- 
old drivers go through a 180-day 
training period and complete 60 
hours of supervised driving, in- 
cluding 10 hours at night. 

Since only 6 percent of Ken- 
tucky drivers are teen-agers but 
they account for 18 percent of fa- 
tal wrecks, it would seem obvi- 
ous that they need more experi- 
ence behind the wheel. If HB-90 
becomes law, it will have taken 
Burch seven years to pull it off. 

No one ever claimed the Ken- 
tucky General Assembly is on the 
cutting edge of common-sense 
legislation. 

But this year’s session could 
see more common-sense legisla- 
tion, especially affecting the 
safety of young people like the 
graduated driver’s license. 

The House last week passed 
and sent to the Senate a bill re- 
quiring young people under age 
16 to wear protective helmets 
when riding all-terrain vehicles 
on public or private property. 

Rep. Jim Gooch, D-Provi- 
dence, said 105 Kentuckians un- 
der age 18 have died in ATV 
crashes in the last two decades, 
41 of them in the last five years. 

I know that on any Monday 
when the weekend weather across 



Kentucky is pleasant, the Asso- 
ciated Press state report is likely 
to include at least one fatal ATV 
crash involving a teen-ager some- 
where in rural Kentucky. 

Mandatory helmets won’t stop 
those weekend fatalities, but they 
should reduce the number of fa- 
tal head injuries that result. 

Again, it’s a matter of simple 
common sense. 

Most people would assume 
that the practitioners of one of the 
more dangerous professions 
would be covered by workers’ 
compensation insurance in case 
of injury. 

Not in Kentucky if you are a 
jockey racing around a track on 
the back of a thoroughbred horse. 

The lack of workers ’ compen- 
sation - and medical insurance - 
brought jockeys to public atten- 
tion last year, and Gov. Ernie 
Fletcher formed a task force to 
study how best to rectify the prob- 
lem. 

A House committee has ap- 
proved legislation creating a Ken- 
tucky Jockey Injury Fund under 
the state Racing Authority and 
financed by racetracks and horse 
owners recommended by the task 
force. 

While some legislators ques- 
tion the Racing Authority oper- 
ating the fund and the limited 
number of track workers covered 
by the bill, surely a satisfactory 
resolution can be reached during 
this session. 

The great majority of Ken- 
tucky jockeys will never ride a 
Derby winner or collect huge 
purses to put away for retirement 
or in case of a career-ending in- 
jury. That majority is what the 
legislation is aimed at helping, 
and it is about time in coming to 
pass. 

As for the entirely reasonable 
notion of the voters of Kentucky 
approving or disapproving of a 
constitutional amendment to per- 
mit casino gambling, the pro-ca- 
sino crowd once more can’t seem 
to get its act together. 

Horse industry legislation lim- 
its casinos to tracks only. Another 
bill allows casinos at other lim- 
ited locations. And with only 
weeks remaining to pass an 
amendment, it doesn’t seem 
likely the voters will get to de- 
cide the issue this year. 

Like the graduated driver’s li- 
cense legislation, casino gam- 
bling may take nearly a decade 
to make it into the statute books.

Volney Nickell and wondered 
about the name Volney as in 
Herman Volney Nickell, VFW 
Post 7225 in Morgan County. 
This week’s Old News Journal 
will be devoted to an individual 
by the name of Herman Volney 
Nickell. Herman was named for 
Dr. Volney Nickell who brought 
him into this world for a short 
time — 28 years. Herman was in 
the last class to graduate from the 
Matthew T. Scott, Jr. Collegiate 
Institute in 1937. Others in that 
class were: Clyde Wells, Russell 
Brown, Kenneth Wells, Drexel 
Barber, Arlie Patrick, Berlin 
“Chick” Stacy, Bernice Deborde, 
Alma Craft, Ruth McKenzie, 
Estille Davis, Fairy Haney, 
Woodrow Stamper, Ruby 
Cantrell, Thelma McKenzie, 
Opal Dawson, Dixie McKenzie, 
Georgia Caskey, and Lela Patrick. 

The local V.F.W. Post was 
named for Herman Volney 
Nickell, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Curren Nickell of West Liberty.

and Dilworth, N.C. He went over- 
seas in October 1942 — APO 29, 
NYC. 

In 1944, Mr. and Mrs. J.C. 
Nickell received a telegram stat- 
ing that their son, Herman, was 
killed in action in the invasion of 
France. A confirming letter ar- 
rived later. The Courier joined 
with family and friends in extend- 
ing sympathy to the bereaved. 

Pvt. Herman Volney Nickell, 
Co. 1, 116 Inf. APO 29, N.Y., was 
killed in action June 17, 1944, in 
France. Herman landed at 
Normandy on “D Day” June 6th, 
1944, along with 3,000,000 other 
men, 9,000 ships and 1 1 ,000 air- 
craft. He survived the main thrust 
of the invasion and was killed 
eleven days later. Herman had a 
minor wound, but bad enough to 
go to a Aid Station for treatment. 
On the way back to his company 
he was killed by a sniper. He was 
28 years old and is buried in the 
Salyer Cemetery, West Liberty.

Following is a letter written by 
Captain H.B. Murray to the 
Nickell family on the death of their 
son, Herman. Reference to Sam in 
the letter is probably Sam Burton, 
son of Dr. C.C. Burton. At one 
time, Dr. Murray had a pet mon- 
key. 

The letter was submitted by 
Hemian’s sister, Jean Nickell May. 
“Dear J.C. (Curren): 

“Several days ago I received a 
letter from Florence and the paper 
clipping about Herman. I wanted 
to write then to you but couldn’t 
find the words to express the sad- 
ness that came over me, and know- 
ing the sorrow and grief that all the 
family was going through. 

“J.C., as you and your family 
know, “Rabbit” was a very per- 
sonal friend of mine — in fact, I 
thought more of him than many 
young men that I knew. There are 
so many fond memories that I have 
of him. The night he graduated 
from high school, the time he and 
Sam took the monkey up town and 
it bit Lula Henson, the many long 
rides we made through the coun- 
try. He knew when to talk and 
when not to. His good nature and 
keen wit made him a most enjoy- 
able comrade. There are hundreds 
of incidents that come to mind 
where he proved a loyal and trust- 
worthy friend. 

“I am proud of “Rabbit.” He 
died for his country to save future 
generations of all men. I am sure 
he would not have wanted a better 
way to pass to the great beyond.

PLEASE OBEY 
BURNING LAWS 

As you already know, this year 
has been very dry. While this may 
be good for roads, it causes a lot 
of danger for forest fires. We have 
had a bad run of fires in late Feb- 
ruary and early March. I feel that 
most of these fires were due to 
someone intentionally setting 
leaves on fire. 

First of all, this is a criminal act 
and it is not funny. Second, a small 
match can endanger our forests, 
wildlife, homes, and human life. 
A small fire can become a raging 
inferno in minutes. Our forestry 
services and all fire fighters have 
to be in harm’s way to control 
these dangerous fires. 

We have equipped our forest 
warden, Steve Finch, with a 
county radio so that he can talk 
with 911 law enforcement and 
other agencies to help extinguish 
these fires. Steve and his crew are 
very important to our county and 
region. He shares great ideas for 
fire protection and he needs to be 
recognized as a great asset to our 
county. 

If you need to burn for farming 
or contracting purposes, please 
contact county dispatch at 606- 
743-4385 and report when and 
where you will be burning. They 
will notify Steve of t he event. This 
could save us thousands of dollars 
to pay for fighting fires and maybe 
save someone’s life, home, barn, 
or other properties. 

There’s a law against burning. 
Please obey these laws, which are 
as follow: 

149.400 Fire Hazard Seasons; 
Fires Prohibited; Exceptions. 

(1) The periods commencing 
on February 15 and ending on 
April 30 and commencing on Oc- 
tober 1 and ending on December 
15 of each year are hereby de- 
clared to be and established as the 
fire hazard seasons. During the fire 
hazard seasons, even though the 
precautions required by KRS 
148.375 shall have been taken, it 
shall be unlawful for any person 
to set fire to, or to procure another 
to set fire to, any flammable ma- 
terial capable of spreading fire, 
located in or within one hundred 
fifty feet (150”) of any woodland 
or brushland, except between the 
hours of 6:00 p.m. and 6:00 a.m., 
prevailing local time, or when the 
ground is covered with snow. 

149.991. Penalties for Viola- 
tions of KRS 149.360 to 149.430. 

(1) Any person who violates 
any of the provisions of KRS 
149.360 to 149.430 except KRS 
149.380 shall be fined not less than 
one hundred dollars ($100) nor 
more than five hundred dollars 
($500) or imprisoned for not more 
than six (6) months, or both such 
fine and imprisonment.

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Stumbo knows his political plans by now 



It shouldn’t surprise anyone 
that Attorney General Greg 
Stumbo appears to have changed 
his tune concerning a possible run 
for governor in 2007. 

Stumbo, who told a Lexington 
newspaper last year that he would 
not seek the governorship unless 
Republican Gov. Ernie Fletcher 
didn’t run or became “wildly un- 
popular,” now says he’s “consid- 
ering” a campaign. 

His initial comments cam a 
month before his office launched 
an investigation into alleged per- 
sonnel improprieties in the 
Fletcher administration. The 
probe has left Fletcher and his 
men battered and bruised, and 
unless something drastically posi- 
tive swings in the governor’s di- 
rection in the next year, the smart 
money says his political career is 
over. 

We suspect Stumbo has been 
charting an ’07 gubernatorial 
campaign ever since he was 
elected attorney general in 'or, the 
same year Fletcher became the 
state’s first Republican chief ex- 
ecutive in more than 30 years. 

Think about it. With a Repub- 
lican in the governor’s office and 
Stumbo the top elected Democrat 
in the state, it’s only politically 
correct that Stumbo would be a 
logical candidate to try to unseat 
the Republican head honcho. 
Stumbo is one of only three state- 
wide Democratic office holders; 
State Auditor Crit Luallen and 



Treasurer Jonathan Miller are two 
others. Traditionally, a state au- 
ditor and a state treasurer are not 
high-profile positions, but the at-

torney general is, so it’s only logi- 
cal that Stumbo would be a po- 
tential gubernatorial candidate. 

Politically speaking, Stumbo 
wouldn't be able too do what 
former Attorney General Ben 
Chandler did — serve two four- 
year terms and then run for gov- 
ernor. The circumstances are to- 
tally different now. There’s a Re- 
publican in the Governor’s Man- 
sion, and the Democrats won’t 
have it. They have to get Fletcher 
out of there. If the person who 
wins the Democratic nomination 
in '07 defeats Fletcher (or whom- 
ever is the GOP nominee). Demo- 
crats would want their new gov- 
ernor to serve two terms. 

Despite what he has said, 
Stumbo, more than likely, wants 
to be that Democratic candidate, 
and he wanted to be that candi- 
date long before the investigation 
began. He is too ambitious to 
jeopardize his political career by 



allowing another Democrat the 
chance to become governor. 
When he was elected attorney 
general, he knew he would be the 
Democrat the party would be 
counting on for the '07 
governor’s race, which would be 
the Democrats’ to lose following 
four years of Republican rule. 

We have never accused 
Stumbo of ruining Fletcher’s po- 
litical career (the governor and his 
men did just fine themselves in 
that department), but we know the 
attorney general has loved every 
minute of Fletcher’s misery. The 
investigation might not have been 
in Stumbo’s original campaign 
playbook, but he has taken full 
advantage of the situation. 

But Stumbo might have made 
a critical error. By denying from 
the beginning that the investiga- 
tion is politically motivated and 
saying he had no plans to run for 
governor, how will it look to vot- 
ers when Stumbo officially be- 
comes a candidate, and what will 
he say when voters ask him 
whether he had a conflict con- 
ducting an investigation that 
many people believe should have 
been handled by the state person- 
nel board? 

Knowing how Stumbo likes to 
put a spin on things, we’re sure 
he'll come up with a dandy an- 
swer. 

We can’t wait to hear it.

said Darwin Root, chief execu- 
tive officer for Harrison Memo- 
rial Hospital in Cynthiana. 

If treatment is needed beyond 
what can be offered locally, pa- 
tients would be referred on to spe- 
cialists at the Markey Center in 
Lexington. 

“The intent of the program is 
to keep people with cancer in their 
communities as long as possible. 
But when they do need to come 
to Lexington, it will be a smooth 
and easy transition,” said Dr. 
Michael Karph, UK executive 
vice president for health affairs. 

Karph said the new project to 
bring improved, more convenient 
cancer care to patients in rural 
areas is just a start for the net- 
work — eventually other provid- 
ers may want to join.

Staying hydrated is important for everyone, but it is particularly 
important for people with diabetes, in fact, high levels of urination 
( polyuria ) leading to excessive thirst ( polydipsia ) are two classic signs 
of the development of diabetes.

activity level, overall health, time of year 

and the climate in which patients live. 



i On average, it is recommended that 
i people consume eight 8-oz glasses of 
! water per day, or about 1.9 L. The body 
i loses about 1.5 L of water per day, so this 
amount replaces average water loss. It is 
important to note, however, that 
patients may need more water on hot 
days or during strenuous exercise. 

Getting Enough Water 

Below are some suggestions for help- 
ing patients to get enough 
water: 

A diet rich in fruits 
and vegetables 
can provide 20% 
of the recom- 
mended water 
intake. 

Suggest that 
patients try a variety 
of water products, such as 
seltzer or flavored, calorie-free water 
beverages. 

• Flavored decaffeinated teas can 
increase fluid intake. 

• Patients should consume water during 
exercise. 

• When consuming alcoholic beverages, 
patients should drink water in 
between each alcoholic drink. 

• Patients can also try low-sodium veg- 
etable, chicken or other broth-based 
soups to boost fluid intake. 





Symptoms of 
Dehydration 

Making up 70% of body weight, 
water is essential for survival. Even 
mild dehydration, representing a 
1 % to 2% loss of water from the 
body, can cause patients to feel 
sluggish and tired. Dehydration is 
especially dangerous in patients 
with diabetes, as it is associated 
with serious complications, includ- 
ing hyperosomolar coma. 

Symptoms to watch 
for include: 

• Sticky or dry mouth 

• Extreme thirst 

• Headache 

• Fatigue or weakness 

• Reduced urination or tears 

• Dizziness or lightheadedness 

• Urine that is dark in color

Question: Will people who 
receive Social Security and 
Supplemental Security Income 
(SSI) be getting higher benefit 
payments this year? 

Answer: Yes. Payment 

amounts will be going up this 
year, as a result of the annual 
cost-of-living adjustment. This 
year’s increase is 4.1 percent. 
That means the average payment 
for a retired worker goes up from 
$963 to $1,002. The average 
payment for a disabled worker 
goes from $902 to $939. The base 
federal payment for a person 
receiving SSI goes from $579 to

Question: I turned 65 last year 
but didn’t bother applying for 
benefits because my neighbor 
said the new retirement age was 
67. Now a co-worker tells me the 
retirement age is 66. Who is 
right? 

Answer: Social Security’s full 
retirement age is rising from 65 
to 67, but the change is gradual. 
For people born in 1940, full 
retirement age is 65 and 6 
months. For those born in 1941 it 
is 65 and 8 months. You can 
determine exactly what your full 
retirement age is by visiting the 
Social Security Website at 
www.socialsecurity.gov. Just 
click on the Plan Your Retirement 
link. Or you can call Social 
Security’s toll-free number at 1- 
800-772-1213 (TTY 1-800-325-

Each year, the President of the 
United States declares March 
“Red Cross Month.” This annual 
event provides a unique oppor- 
tunity to think about the impor- 
tant role the Red Cross has plays 
every day right here in the Mor- 
gan County Area-Morgan, 
Menifee, Wolfe, Elliott, Breathitt 
and Perry Counties. 

When we look back on 2005, 
we think about the huge disasters 
we read about in the paper and 
watch on television. The cover- 
age regarding the tsunami half-

galvanized communities into ac- 
tion. But right here in the Mor- 
gan County Chapter area, the di- 
sasters your Red Cross responded 
to were no less devastating for 
those affected by them. 

During 2005, the chapter 
taught 1556 local citizens lifesav- 
ing health and safety skills in- 
cluding first aid, CPR and more;

But how can I 
wiegh that time against the many 
people who depend on the Red 
Cross for help? As the chapter 
executive director, my role over- 
seeing the Chapter is a pretty big 
job! But by being so intimately 
involved with the day to day op- 
erations, I’ve come to better ap- 
preciate our staff and many vol- 
unteers for the sacrifices they 
make to help their neighbors. 
During this March, please take 
some time to think about our Red 
Cross and what life would be like 
here in our communities without 
them. 

I thank each and every one of 
you who have in some way 
helped the Red Cross keep our 
doors open to those in need.

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Earned Income Tax Credit 
can boost families’ income 



Thousands of low-income 
Kentuckians qualify for 
tax credit but don’t file 

FRANKFORT, KY (March 
13,2006) - Families and indi- 
viduals who meet certain guide- 
lines could get more from their 
2005 tax returns or regular pay- 
checks by taking advantage of the 



Earned Income Tax Credit. 

With the April 17 tax filing 
deadline weeks away, the Ken- 
tucky Cabinet for Health and 
Family Services is reminding 
Kentuckians, including those re- 
ceiving welfare assistance, that 
they may qualify for the tax 
credit. 

“This can be a valuable in- 



come source for earners with 
lower-wage jobs,” said Kelly 
Jackson, director of the cabinet’s 
Division of Family Support. That 
includes families who receive 
Kentucky Transitional Assistance 
Program (K-TAP) benefits. 

Kentuckians who qualify for 
the EITC and file a federal tax 
return will owe less in taxes and 
could get cash back. The EITC is 
for single or married parents who 
work full or part time. Some 
adults without children also 
qualify. 



About 331,000 Kentuckians 
received more than $590 million 
through the EITC for the 2004 tax 
year, according to U.S. Internal 
Revenue Service estimates. Still, 
thousands of eligible families, 
including many immigrant work- 
ers, do not file for the EITC. 

“We’re trying to spread the 
word so families meeting the cri- 
teria won’t leave that money un- 
claimed,” Jackson said. 

The credit is determined by 
scale and is typically received as 
part of the individual’s federal 
income tax refund. Some work- 
ers may choose the Advance 
EITC, which adds the credit to 
their paychecks year-round. 

Taxpayers might be eligible 
for the EITC if they earned: 

•Less than $31,030 and have 
one qualifying child ($33,030 if 
married filing jointly); 

•Less than $35,263 and have 
more than one qualifying child 
($37,263 if married filing 
jointly); 

•Less than $11,750 and have 
no children ($13,750 if married 
filing jointly). 

Customers applying for ser- 
vices at a family support office 
are given detailed information 
about the EITC and a 2005 
earned income credit tax form, 
Jackson said. Handouts are avail- 
able in several languages, includ- 
ing Spanish, Bosnian and Viet- 
namese. Clients whose benefits 
are discontinued because of earn- 
ings are also informed of the 
credit. 

An Internet-based program, 
the EITC Assistant, can help tax- 
payers determine eligibility. The 
program is available in English 
and Spanish. Log onto http:// 
www.irs-eitc.info/SPEC/ to find 
the program and other informa- 
tion about the credit. 

The EITC has no effect on cer- 
tain welfare benefits. In most 
cases, EITC payments will not be 
used to determine eligibility for 
Medicaid, Supplemental Security 
Income (SSI), food stamps, low- 
income housing or most K-TAP 
payments. 

“This credit can supplement 
other forms of assistance and is 
extremely valuable for parents 
who are stretching their pay- 
checks,” Jackson said. 

Special rules make it easier for 
hurricane victims, military per- 
sonnel serving in combat zones, 
members of the clergy and those 
with disability retirement income 
to claim EITC. 

EITC-eligible families may 
qualify for free tax preparation 
and electronic filing through the 
Free File Alliance. Learn more 
about Free File online at the Ken- 
tucky Department of Revenue: 
http ://revenue. ky.gov/ 
freefile.htm. 

Also, Free tax preparation and 
filing assistance is available in 
many communities across the 
state. Trained volunteers can help 
identify eligibility for EITC as 
well as other tax credits. Taxpay- 
ers can locate the site closest to 
them by calling the IRS helpline, 
(800) 829-1040. 

The 2006 filing deadline is 
Monday, April 17, since April 15 
falls on a Saturday.

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IRS clarifies fob. payment 
info reporting requirement 



LOUIS VILLE— The Internal 
Revenue Service is clarifying the 
information reporting require- 
ments for payments made to 
owners of tobacco quotas in ex- 
change for the termination of the 
quotas. 

For tax purposes, the termi- 
nation of a tobacco quota is 
treated as a sale by the quota 
owner of an interest in land. In 
exchange for selling their quo- 
tas, owners may receive pay- 
ments over a period of 10 years. 
The United States Department of 
Agriculture reports the gross pro- 
ceeds from the sale, including 
payments in later years, to the 
quota owner on Form 1099-S in 
the year in which the sale takes 
place. 

Many quota owners have 
asked whether they must report 
the gross proceeds shown on 
Form 1099-S in the year in which 
the sale takes place, even though 
they will receive payments in 
later years. The amount reported 
on the Form 1099-S is not nec- 
essarily the amount of taxable in- 
come the quota owner should re- 
port for the year in which the sale 
takes place. As explained in No- 
tice 2005-57, an owner may re- 
port income using the “install- 
ment method.” Under the install- 
ment method, a quota owner who 
receives termination payments 
over a number of years should 
report only the income received 
each year. For example, if in 
2005 a quota owner exchanged 
a quota for 10 annual payments 
of $10,000 (equal to gross pro- 
ceeds of $100,000), then the 
quota owner would receive a 



Form 1099-S reporting gross pro- 
ceeds of $100,000. 

However, under the install- 
ment method the owner reports 
as income for 2005 only the gain 
attributable to the $10,000 annual 
payment received that year. 

The IRS will issue technical 
guidance clarifying Q&A-9 of 
Notice 2005-57 to explain the in- 
teraction of the information re- 
porting rules with the rules gov- 
erning the quota owner’s compu- 
tation of taxable income.

Back 
in 1981, UAB beat Kentucky in 
the Blazers’ first-ever appearance 
in the NCAA tournament. Just 
two years ago, the ninth- seeded 
Blazers upset the then top-seeded 
Wildcats in Columbus, Ohio. 

This is Kentucky’s 15th con- 



secutive tournament bid in the 
NCAA tournament — the nation’s 
third largest active streak, trail- 
ing only Arizona (22) and Kan- 
sas (17). However, this is UK’s 
lowest seeding since Eddie 
Sutton’s Wildcats earned an 
eight-seed back in 1987. 

Judging by the season, 
Kentucky’s chances of actually 
advancing to the nation’s capitol 
are slim at best. While Tubby 
Smith’s team has shown the po- 
tential of playing with the nation’s 
best (vs. West Virginia, Tennes- 
see), those outings have been few 
and far in-between. It will take a 
very good game to beat UAB and 
a near- perfect effort to send the 
Big East’s powerful UConn pack- 
ing.

Most outdoor sporting 
goods stores carry licenses, as do 
most large discount stores that 
carry hunting or fishing equip- 
ment. You may also purchase 
fishing or hunting licenses at your 
county clerk’s office.

You will be issued a confirma- 
tion number when you purchase 
your hunting or fishing license by 
phone or internet. It is a good idea 
to write the confirmation number 
in numerous locations in case you 
lose it. Keep a business or index 
card in your wallet with the con- 
firmation number written on it. 
You must have the confirmation 
on your person when you are en- 
gaged in hunting or fishing along 
with photo identification, such as 
driver’s license. 

If you like to turkey hunt, deer 
hunt and fish, the best deal going 
is the Sportsman’s License. For 
$80, you get a combination hunt- 
ing and fishing license, statewide 
deer permit, all spring and fall 
turkey permits, the state water- 
fowl permit and a trout permit. 
You save $37.50 by buying the 
sportsman’s license instead of 
purchasing each of these licenses 
and permits individually. 

Don’t forget to purchase your 
new license before fishing or tur- 
key hunting this spring. Licenses 
purchased t his year are good 
through Feb. 28, 2007.
